Called for report on Prohibition. |The report was read 
and discussed by S. B. Culpepper and adopted. 
Prohibition. 


We, your committee on Prohibition, submit the 
following report: Wethankthe God of wisdom for per- 
mitting us to live in so great a state as Mississippi, and too 
with a citizenship, elevated to the moral standand of State 
wide Prohibition. We realize that the improvement is 
greater than wecan comprehend, but the blind tiger and 
moonshiner still exist to a great extent, and are doing a 
mighty work of injury upon the young men and mary 
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homes of our state as well as other states. We, as Baptists 
cannot afford to tolerate so nefarious a crime, nor can any 
loyal citizen, whether he professes Christianity or not. 
Every registered voter ‘s under oath to help put down 
crime, for he takes an oath that he will support the con- 
stitution of the United States and the State where he 
lives. 

We recommend that all Baptists give assistance in 
causing the already outlawed whisky traffic. 

We recommend that our churches deal with its mém- 
bers that persist in dram drinking as those who have de- 
nied faith, and that drunkards be excluded from our mem- 
bership at the earliest opportunity. 

Alcoholic drink has contributed more to crime, has 
furnished more inmates for the penitentiary and insane 
asylum, brought more heart aches to mothers, wives and 
friends thaw many of the other worst ev ils 

We request that our legislature, at its next session, 
submit to the people of the state a constitutional amend- 
ment prohibiting the sale of intoxicant drinks, and. we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power to see the same rati- 
fied by the voters of the ballot box

Foreign Missions. 

We, your committee on Foreign (Mission report as 
follows: 

‘‘Go ye into all the world, and preach ths gospel to 
every creature,’’ Mark 16:15, is the commission to the 
church of Christ. Then, we are world-wide missionaries. 
We claim to bea Missionary Baptist church. But from 
the reports sent in from the churches! it seems ‘that we are 
much like the church at Sardis: ‘“"Thou hast a name that 
thou livest, and art dead.”’ 

The Southern Baptists had in the Foreign fields two 
hundred and twenty-two missionaries. Last, year they- 
baptized two thousand one hundred and seventy four hap- 
py converts in the heathen homes. In all these mission 
churches there are something over sixteen thousand mem- 
bers in the Baptist churches on the foreign work. These 
foreign converts prove their faith by their works, last year 
by giving $32,500, more than $2 each. We Baptists of 
Christian America blush with shame when we give on an 
average of only twenty-five cents a member, and the mem- 
bers of this Association give only a few cents a member. 
In the face of the Macedonian cry, ‘‘come over and help 
us’? comes up from eight hundred millions souls who have 
never heard the glad tiding of the gospel and do not know 
that there is a Christ that died to save. 
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No one can be a Missionary Baptist and not contribute 
to the spread of the gospel. Then all who willfully refuse 
to give to the cause, have,they not denied the faith and 


should they not be dealt with as such?

We, the Churches of Jesus Christ, who have been reg- 
@arly baptized upon a profession of our faith, and con- 
winced of the utility of a combination of churches, and of 
maintaining a correspondence for the preserving of unity 
ong churches of the same faith, form ourselves into am 
iation upon the following principles, to-wit: 

1. We believe in one true God, the Father, the Son 
aad the Holy Ghost, the same in essence, equal in power 


aad glory. 
> We believe the scriptures of the Old and New 


Testaments were given by the inspiration of ,God, and are 
the only true rules of faith and practice. 

3.. We believe in the fall of Adam from his original 
réctitude, and in him all his posterity in consequence of 
Which'we inherit a fallen, a depraved nature, consequently 
fie Scriptural doctrine of the total depravity of human na‘ 

: ture, and of man’s inability to restore himself into the fa- 
y tetof God. 

4. We believe that God has loved His people with an 
everlasting love, that he chose them in Christ before the 
foundation of the world; that he calleth them with a holy 
aad effectual calling. And being justified alone through 
the cighteousness of Christ imputed to them, are kept by 
éhe power of God through faith unto salvation. 

5. We believe there is one Mediator between God 
= man—the man Christ Jesus—who, by the satisfaction 

fe made to law and justice in becoming an offering for sin, 
. by His most precious blood become the end of the 
iw for righteousness to everyone that believeth. 
6. We believe that the Gospel is’ God’s appointed 
of calling sinners to the knowledge of the truth, 
He has commanded it to be preached to every creature, 
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and has required all men to repent and obey. 

7. We believe the Gospel is made effectual by the 
operation of the Holy Spirit, and the sinner, in order to be 
saved must be born again. 

8. We believe that good works are the fruit of faith 
and follow after justification and are evidences of a gracious 
state: and all believers are bound to obey every command 
of God from a principle of love. 

9. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, a gen- 
eral judgment, that the happiness of the righteouss and the 
punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 


Gospel Order. 


1. We believe that a visible church of Christ is a con- 
gregation of faithful workers who have been baptized upon 
a profession of their faith and who have given themselves 
to the Lord and one another in brotherly covenant, to 
keep upa godly discipline, agreeable to the teachings of 
the New Testament. 

2. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only Head and 
Lawgiver of His church; that the government is with the 
body, the church, and is equally the right and privilege of 
each member thereof. 

3. We believe that baptism and the Lord's supper 
are gospel ordinances appointed by Jesus Christ, and are to 
be continued in the chureh until His second coming. 

4. We believe that the ordinances of baptism and the 
Lord’s Supper are properly administered only by ministers 
called of Cod, and set apart to the work by the imposition 
of hands by a presbytery of regular Baptist ministers. 

¢. We believe that immersion only is baptism, and 
that believers in Christ are the only proper subjects. 

6. We believe that none but regular baptized church 
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members have a right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

7. We believe that it is the duty) and privilege of all 
believers to make public professions of faith, to submit to 
the ordinances of the Gospel, and give themselves as mem- 
bers to the visible church. 

8. We believe it is the duty of every church to expel 
from her communion every member that is immoral in con- 
duct or that holds doctrine contrary to the Scriptures. 





Objects and Powers of this Association. 


1. This Association acknowledges and maintains that 
each chnrch is an independent body, and possesses the sole 
right to exercise and control its own affairs, and therefore 
this Association has no right or power to interfere, with 
the internal rights and privileges of churches composing 
her body; but may withdraw from any church which may 
hold false doctrines or tolorate immoral practices. 

2. The object of this Association shall be to promote 
fellowship and harmony among churches, to inquire into 
any difficulties between the churches and remove them if 
possible, to give the churches the best ad\ ice they can in 
difficult matters when solicited, and in general advance the 
interest of the Redeemer’s Kingdom in any way they may 
deem practicable. 

3. With regard tothe benevolent institutions of our 
country, we declare it to be the inalienable right of every 
Association, of every church or individual. member of a 
church, to support them according to their own: views of 
nuty and the dictates of their own consciences. And this 
right shall never be called in question in this Association: 
and any motion whereby this right is called in question 
shall be instantly ruled out by the Moderator as being un- 
constitutional. 
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4. This Association may maintain a friendly corres- 
poudence, when convenient, with other religious bodies of 
the same faith. 

5. Ministers of the Gospel in good standing, though 
not delegates, may be invited to seats in the Association, 
but not have the privilege of voting. 

6. The Association may appoint any person, or per- 
sons, by and with their consent, to contract any business 
they may deem necessary. . 

7. The Association may adjourn to any time and 
place they think proper. 

8. This Association shall keep the record of their 
proceedings and have them printed when necessary. 

9. The Association shall have a fund and appoint a 
treasurer te take charge of it, who shall account to the As- 
sociation for all money which shall come into his hands for 
the use of the Asscciation. 

10. . The Association may form their own by-laws and 
regulate their own proceedings in sucha manner as they 
may think expedient. 





Rules‘of Decorum. 


1. This Association shall consist of delegates chosen 
by the churches to. which the respectively belong and shall 
be styled the Pearl Valley Association. 

2. Such delegates shall be members: in good standing 


and no member under church censure shall be allowed a 
seat in the Association. 

3. They shall produce letters certifying their appoint- 
ment by their respective churches, stating the number bap- 
tized, received by letter, restored, dismissed, excommuni- 
cated and deceased during the preceeding Associational 
year, with the total number in fellowship, and such other 
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statistical matter as the Association may direct. 

4. This Association shall have a Moderator, Clerk 
and Treasurer, who shall be annually chosen by a majority 
of the members present by ballot or otherwise. Said offi- 
cers shall fill their respective places, if present, at the suc- 
ceeding Association, tintil a new election takes place and 
while in office, discharge the duties ordinarily incident to 
these offices. 

5. Ifmew churches desire to be admitted into the Asso- 
ciation they shall petition by letter and delegates If ortho- 
dox and orderly, shall be received and the Moderator shall 
recognize them by giving their delegates the right hand of 
fellowship in behalf of the body. 

6 Every church shall be allowed two delegates until 
her number shall exceed one hundred, three until it shall 
exceed one hundred and fifty, then four and no more. 

7. This Association shall neither answer or debate 
any question on Gospel doctrine, except it be merely to 
explain the meaning of the Articles of Faith of the Associa- 
tion. 

8. Every motion made in order and seconded shall be 
reduced to writing if required by a member, and- shall be 
considered by the Association, except it be withdrawn by 
the mover before discussion. 

9. Motions made and lost shall not be recorded on the 
minutes unless ordered at the time. 

10. If any proposition or motion under debate con- 
tain twoor more points it shall be divided at the request of 
any member, and the vote taken on each point separately. 

11. Only one member shall speak at the same time 
who shall rise from his seat and address the Moderator 
He shall confine himself to the subject properly in debate, 
cast no reflections on the Association or any membey theve- 
af, and shall not be inturrupted while speaking. 
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12. No person shall speak more than once on the 
same subject until all who may desire to speak theree 
‘have enjoyed that privilege, and not then without leave 
the Association. 

13. ‘The Moderator shall have ‘privilege cf speaking 
en any question to the body. 

14. The Moderator shall decide questions or order, 
but an appeal from such decision may be taken to the 
whole body, which shall be decided without debate. 

15 A majority of the members present shall be necessaty 
to carry any proposition. In case of a tie the Moderater 
shall give the casting vote. 

16. Committoes shall be nominoted by the Modera- 
ter subject to theapproval of the Association. 

17. There shall be no talking or whispering while a 
‘etother is speaking! 

18. No brother shall finally depart from the Associe- 
tion without leave from the body. 

19. The names of delegates shall be enrolled by the 
Clerk and called over when necessary. : 

The Minutes shall be read and carefully corrected Jf 
mecessary, and signed by the Moderator and Clerk, befere 
the Association rises. 

21- A motion for final adjournment shall be com- 
strued to involve the previous reading and “adjustments af 
the Minutes. 

22. The Association shall be opened by prayer. 

23. The rules of order shall be distinctly read by or- 
dex of the Moderator, as soon as the Association convency. 
@u the second day. 

21. The foregoing articles shall be subject to altera- 
tien or amendment at any aegular meeting of the Assooie=- 
tidy, by a majority of the Association,

We your committee on Prohibition submit the follow- 
ing report: 7 

By Prohibition we mean to exclude the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in a certain described territory; sometimes 
this is towns, counties or states. The wave of Prohibition 
has swept over the South until the Carolinas, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Mississippi have banished the legal 
sale of whiskey from their borders. The cry of the whis- 
key men is that Prohibition does not prohibit. This is un- 
true. Prohibition does prohibit. It does the thing it was 
intended to do. 

Mississippi has won its first great battle, putting on 
its books a law prohibiting the sale of whiskey, but Missis- 
sippi men and women are called to another battle, and this 


battle is to be waged on the ‘blind tigers.’’ In cities, 
tewns, hamlets, and to the remotest districts, the ‘blind 
tiger’ has gone and is staying, and until we rise up like 
men and put him from among Us, he will go and 
debauch our young men, ruining the older ones, gathering 
as his ghastly toll, the flowers of the youth from every 
generation. 

It has been said by the whiskey men that to prohibit 
the sale of whiskey legally in Mississippi would decrease 
the worth of property and increase the rate of taxation and 
shorten the term of our free schools. It has done neither. 
The value of property has increased, the term of free 
schools has lengthened, crime has diminished, morals have 
been put on a better plane, the momentum of general pro- 
gress is greater, and thousands of dollars that were spent 
for whiskey have found their way into the treasury of God. 

We recommend that each church of this noe 
see after their members who persist in dram drinking an 
withdraw from those who are in the habit of getting drunk.

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ABSTRACTS OF FAITH.—PREAMBLE. : 


We, the Churches of Jesus Christ, who have been regu-" 
larly baptized upon a profession of our faith, and convinced 
of the utility of a combination of churches, and of main- 
taining a correspondence for the preserving of unity among 
churches of the same faith, form ourselves into an Associa- 
tion upon the following principles, to-wit: 

1. We believe in one true God, the Father, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost, the samc in essence, equal in power 
and glory. 

2. We believe the scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments were given by the inspiration of God, and are 
the only true rules of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the fail of Adam from his original 
rectitude, and in him all his posterity, in consequence of 
which we inherit a fallen, a depraved nature, consequcuuy 
the Scriptural doctrine of the total depravitv of human na- 
ture, and of man’s inability to restore himself into the fa- 
vor of God. 

4. We believe that God has loved his people with an 
everlasting love, that he chose them in Christ before the 
foundation of the world; that he calleth them with a holy 
and effectual calling. And being justified alone through 
the righteousness of Christ imputed to them, are kept by 
the power of God through faith unto salvation. 

5. We believe there is one Mediator between God 
and man—the man Christ Jesus—who, by the satisfaction 
He made to law and justice in becoming an offering for sin, 
hath by His most precious blood become the end of the 
law for righteousness to everyone that believeth. 

6. Webelieve that the Gospel is God's appointed 
means of calling sinners to the knowledge of the truth, 
that He has commanded it to be preached to every creature 
and has required all men to repent and obey. 
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7. We believe the Gospel is made effectual by the 
operation of the Holy Spirit, and the sinner, in order to be 


saved, must. be born again 

8. We believe that good works are the fruit of faith 
and follow after justification and are evidences of a gracious 
state; and all believers are bound to obey every command 
of God from a principle of love. 

9. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, a gen- 
eral judgment, that the happiness of the righteous and the 
punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 





GOSPEL ORDER. 


1. We believe that a visible church of Christ is,a con- 
gregation of faithful workers who have been baptized upon 
a professson of their faith and who have given themselves 
to the Lord and one another in brotherly covenant, to keep 
up a godly discipline, agreeable to the teachings of the 


New Testament. 

2. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only Head and 
Lawgiver of His church; that the government is with the 
body, the church, and is equally the right and privilege of 
each member thereof. 

3. We believe that baptism an 
are gospel ordinances appointed by Jesus 
be continued in the church until His second coming. 

4. We believe that the ordinances of baptism and the 


Lord’s Supper are properly administered only by ministers 
called of God, and set apart to the work by the imposition 
of hands'by a presbytery of regular Baptist ministers. 

5. We believe that immersion only is baptism, and 
that believers in Christ are the only proper subjects. 

6. We believe that none but regular baptized church 
members have a right to partake of the Lord’s Supper.

7. We believe that it is the duty and privilege of all 
believers to make public profession of faith, to submit to 
the ordinances of the Gospel, and give themselves as mem- 
bers to the visible church. 

' 8. We believe it is the duty of every church to expel 
from her communion every member that is immoral in con- 
duct or that holds doctrine contrary to the Scriptures. — 





OBJECTS AND POWERS OF THIS ASSOCIATION. 


1. This Association acknowledges and maintains that 
each church is an independent body. and possesses the sole 
right to exercise and control its own affairs, and therefore 
this Association has no right or power to interfere, with 
the internal rights and privileges of churches composing 
her body; but may withdraw from any church which may 
hold false doctrines or tolerate immoral practices 

2. The object of this Association shall be to promote 
fellowship and harmony among churches, to inquire into 
any difficulties between the churches and remove them if 
possible, to give the churches the best advice they can in 
difficult matters when solicited; and in general: advance the 
interest of the Redeemer’s Kingdom in any way they may 
deem practicable. 

3. With regard to the benevolent institutions of our 
country, we declare it to be the inalienable right of every 
Association, of every church or individual member of a 
church, to support them according to their own views of 
duty and the dictates of their own consciences. And this 
right shall never be called in question in this Association; 
and any motion whereby this right is called in question 
shall be instantly ruled out by the Moderator as being un- 
constitutional. 

4. This Association may maintain a friendly corre- 








spendence, when convenient, with other religious bodies of 
the same faith. j 

5. Ministers of the Gospel in good standing, though 
not delegates. may be invited to seats in-the Association, 
but not have the privilege of voting. 

6. The Association’ may appoint any person, or per- 
sons, by and with their consent, to contract any business 
they may deem necessary. 

7. The Association may adjourn to any time and 
place they think proper. 

, 8. This Association shall keep the record of their 
proceedings and have them printed when necessary. 

9. The Association shall have a fund and appoint a 
treasurer. to take charge of it. 

10. ' The Association may form their own by-laws and 
regulate their own proceedings in such a manner as they 
may think expedient. 





RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. This Association shall consist of delegates chosen 
by the churches to which they respectively belong and shall 
be styled the Pearl Valley Association. 

2. Such delegates shall be members in good standing 
and no member under church censure shall be allowed a 
seat in the Association. 

; 3. They shall produce letters certifying their appoint- 
ment by their respective churches, stating the number bap- 
tized,. received by letter, restored, dismissed, excommuni- 
cated and deceased during the preceeding Associational 
year, with the total number in fellowship, and such other 
statistical matter as‘the Association may direct, 

4. This Association shall have a Moderator, Clerk 


and Treasurer, who shall be annually chosen by a majority 
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of the members present by ballot or otherwise. Said offi- 
cers shall fill their, respective places, if present, at the suc- 
ceeding Association, until a new election takes place and 
while in office, discharge the duties ordinarily incident to 
these offices. 1 

5. If new churches desire to be admitted into the As- 
sociation they shall petition by letter and delegates. If or- 
thodox and orderly, shall be received and the Moderator 
shall recognize them by giving their delegates the right 
hand of fellowship in behalf of the body. 

6. Every church shall be allowed two delegates until 
her number shall exceed one hundred, three until it shall 
exceed one hundred and fifty, then four and no more. 


= 


7. This Association shall neither answer or debate 
any question on Gospel doctrine, except it be merely to 
explain the meaning of the Articles of Faith of the Asso- 
ciation. 


8. Every motion made in order and seconded shall be 
reduced to writing if required by a member, and shall be 
considered by the Association, except it be withdrawn by 
the mover before discussion. 

9. Motions made and lost shall not be recorded on 
the minutes unless ordered at the time. 

10. Ifany proposition or motion under debate con- 
tain two or more points it shall be divided at the request of 
any member, and the vote taken on each point separately. 

11. Only one member shall speak at the same time 
who shall rise from his seat and address the Moderator. 
He shall confine himself to the subject properly in debate, 
cast no reflections on the Association or any member there- 
of, and shall not be interrupted while speaking. 

12. No person shall speak more than once on the 
same subject until all who may desire to speak thereon

13. The Moderator shall have privilege of speaking 
on any question to the body. : 

14. The Moderator shall decide questions of order, 
but an appeal from such decision may be taken to the 
whole body, which shall be decided without debate. 

15. A majority of the members present shall be nec- 
essary to carry any proposition. In case of a tie the Mod- 
erator shall give the casting vote. 

16. Committees shall be nominated by the Moderator 
subject to the approval of the Association. 

17. There shall be no talking or whisperlng while a 
brother is speaking. 5 

18. No brother shall finally depart from the Associa- 
tion without leave from the body. 

19. The names of delegates shall be enrolled by the 
Clerk and called over when necessary. 

20. The Minutes shall be read and carefully corrected 
if necessary, and signed by the Moderator aud Clerk, be- 
fore the Association rises. 

21. A motion for final adjournment shall be construed 
to involve the previous reading and adjustments of the 
Minutes. 

22. The Association shall be opened by prayer. 

23. ‘The rules of order shall be distinctly read by 
order of the Moderator, as soon as the Association con- 


yenes on the second day. 
24. The foregoing articles shall be subject to altera- 


tion or amendment at any regular meeting of the Associa- 
tion, by a majority of the Association. 
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
